Having waited in vain for some political or 
diplomatic leader to point out the deadly trap 
hidden in President Eisenhower’s proposal to ex- 
change blueprints of our military bases and to 
allow aerial reconnaissance over our country, it 
is apparently up to this newspaper to unveil it.

TALMADGE HITS OVERTHROW 
OF STATE'S RIGHTS 


Herman Talmadge, former 
Democratic governor of 
Georgia, called for a return to 
constitutional government and 
individual and state’s rights 
“ if we are to retain our Amer- 
ican heritage and not become 
a communist, fascist, or so- 
cialist state.” 

He spoke last night on W-G-N 
and a nation-wide network of 
the Mutual Broadcasting sys- 
tem as the guest of. Clarence 
Manion, former dean of law 
at Notre Dame university, on 
the Manion Forum program. 

Talmadge also advocated 
support of the Bricker amend- 
ment, limiting the power of 
the President to change the 
Constitution and domestic law 
thru treaties, offered by Sen. 
Bricker [R., 0.]. He said the 
power of the executive under 
treaty law is “ more dangerous 
for the freedom of our people 
than all of the armed might 
of the communist empire.” 

Terms Setup Unique 

No other nation in the world 
allows its domestic laws to be 
changed by treaties made with 
foreign powers, he said, but 
the Supreme court has held 
that treaties and executive 
agreements such as the Yalta 
and Potsdam arrangements be- 
come “the supreme law of the 
land.” The latter do not even 
have to be submitted to the 
senate, he said. 

“For the first 150 years of 
the history of our country,” 
said Talmadge, “all political 
parties, including the Repub- 
lican and Democratic parties, 
strongly supported and ad- 
hered strictly to the principles 
of state and individual rights 
as laid down in the first 10 
amendments to the United 


State Constitutions, known as 
the Bill of Rights. 

“ However, in recent years, 
there has developed a philosofy 
of thought in our country that 
our nation has reached the 
zenith of its development; that 
our national government is 
best qualified to determine 
what is in the best interest of 
all of our citizens. 

Opposed to Forefathers 

“This is directly opposite to 
the view of our forefathers. 
They realized when they 
drafted the Constitution that 
the people in each state, 
county, city, and town are bet- 
ter qualified to handle their 
problems than are officials in 
the executive department or 
members of Congress. 

“Therefore, they set up our 
dual system of government 
with sovereign authority rest- 
ing in the hands of local people 
for self-determination. And his- 
tory has proved them right. 
The closer we keep govern- 
ment to the people the better 
that government is, because it 
remains close to the people 
under their watchful eyes and 
in their custody.”

In November 1952 thirty-three million war weary, socialist ridden, 
politically disgusted Americans went to the polls hoping their 
vote would bring an end to an era of domestic and global lunacy.

Underthe Roosevelt and Truman regimes we watched with 
growing apprehension the socialization of America, the infiltration 
of our government and the handing over of our atomic and other 
secrets to our enemies by domestic communists and fellow travel- 
ers. 


The mess still exists more odorous than ever, Instead of the 
expected exodus of reds, pinks and fellow travelers there has 
perhaps been an influx. The executive order still serves the pur- 
pose of covering up wrong doing, treason, subversion; and through 
the use of this order the congressional watch dogs have been ham- 
pered and finally silenced. 


The nomination of the two most mentioned presdiential candi- 
dates in 1956 would be disastrous to the Nation and would reduce 
the vote in the national election to an unbelievable low due to the 
lack of difference between their ideas and philosophies. Conser- 
vative Democrats, Republicans and Indépendents, lacking a can- 
didat~ representing their views, will stay away from the polls 
thus guaranteeing a one party socialistic internationalistic control 
over both parties and the Nation. 


Both prospective candidates stand together in favor of: atomic 
secret sharing, coexistence, United Nations, UNESCO, Central 
government, federal aid to (and domination of) education, and in- 
tegration of schools. 

Both oppose: The Bricker amendment, the McCarran Act, the 
right to work laws, the Taft-Hartley Law, congressional investi- 
gations of communism, and breaking diplomatic relations with 
Russia and her satellites. 


Party labels have become so meaningless that we should not 
permit them to interfere with our support of or opposition to any 
candidate. Of primary importance is the political philosophy 
of the candidate himself. A few political leaders have already 
declared themselves; others will do so as the days pass. As voters,

“To grasp the magnitude of the Geneva disaster, we need only 
t& state the argument of those who claim Geneva was a success - 
namely , that “we have made friends with the Soviet Government." 
For this is another way of saying that we have made friends with 
the aposues of hell. 


“We have indeed, made friends with the Soviet leaders,who denounce 
God, who despise freedom; who deny individual rights; who exalt 
treachery; who counsel deceit; who practice terror, intimidation 
and torture as part of each day's work; who have, where possible, 
exterminated every human being and every human institution that 
has opposed them; and who have acknowledged, as their supreme 
mission, the DESTRUCTION OF THIS COUNTRY and the last ves- 
tiges of our way of life. Such men are now our very good friends. 


** Over the past years, in dealing with the subject of communism, 
I have found that a great number of things had to be said, or 
explained, that seemed to be elementary; but I never once felt 
that it had tw be seriously argued that friendship with Communists 
is wrong...”" 

WE CANNOT OFFER FRIENDSHIP TO TYRANTS AND MUR- 
DERERS, AS HAS THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES, 
WITHOUT ADVANCING THE CAUSE OF TYRANNY AND MURDER, 


**It is the measure of the West’s moral degeneracy that the friend- 
‘ship cemented at Geneva has been heralded...not as a harbinger 
of evil days ahead, but as proof that things are getting better. 
Only by thinking long and hard about this verdict, is it possible w 
appreciate the depths to which we have fallen. 


**The moral implicutions of Geneva are shocking enough; but its 
practical consequences are just as grave. The Geneva friendship 
pact has already caused complacency and a false sense of security 
at home. It is only natural that we relax our vigilance when we 
are toid that our 2nemies are not such bad folk after all. Today 
the disintegration of the anti-communist front is of the spirit. 
Sefore long it will affect armanent and mobilization. Why foot 
huge tax bills, the American people may begin to ask, when the 
Communists: have abandoned their plans for world conquest? 


vws.“Where is the evidence that Communist intentions have changed? 


The Communists said, as they have said, for Western consumption, 
ever since the Russian revolution, that they wanted peace. ON THE 
BASIS OF WORDS, AND OF WORDS ALONE, the President led the 
American people to believe that there is sufficient evidence of 
Communist sincerity to go ahead with a new policy of reconcil- 
iation and friendship. 


“From the day the Communists began agitating for a summit 
meeting, it was understandable by all who wanted to understand 
it. ‘The Communists’ objective was nothing less than to destroy 
THE WEST'S WILL TO RESIST. They would, of course, appreciate 
any concessions we offered them. But for the moment, in Com- 
munist eyes, this was not important. If the West's spirit could 
be broken, the territories would fall in good time. 

“The Communists appreciated that while pursuing an aggressive 
policy during the preceding 15 years they had won tremendous 
victories. But Western defenses were now firming up, and thus 
future progress promised to be slower and perhaps costly. This 
prospect could be changed if only the West could be persuaded 
to hate communism a little less, fear communism a little less 
and be less suspicious of Communist objectives. 


“So the Kremlin leaders decided to turn back the clock 20 years 
and try the approach they had used successfully during the popular- 
front era of the thirties. That policy had not yielded territories; 
but it had SOFTENED UP THE WEST, and paved the way for the 
conquests of the forties. The Western powers, the Communists 
reasoned, fell for the ruse once before; they, might fall for it again. 


“The Communist aim, then was to establish an atmosphere of mu- 
tual trust and confidence...an atmosphere in which the popular 
front would flourish once again, an atmosphere that would cause 
the West to drop its guard and to relax its vigilance. In this, the
